San Francisco, Cal.. Apr. 6,1896.— It looks now 
ast hough California would not have a represent- 
ative in any of the Eastern Handicaps. Whrn 
I wrote before 1 reviewed the chances of Vine- 
tor, Bright Phoebus and Claudius. It will be 
remembered that I said the latter could not live 
with a Suburban field if turned loose with no- 
thing on his back. Mr. Boots evidently thought 
the same, for the horse was speedely declared. 
Vinctor has gone off completely and just now a 
good selling plater could beat him. I under- 
stand that Mr. Boots has decided not to go East 
at all. His horses will be given a much needed 
let up after the racing season ends here. 

I do not believe that Vinctor is anything at his 
best but a high class sprinter. I do not believe 
that he can beat any fair horse a mile and a 
quarter, but just good and fresh, is a real useful 
hosre at a mile or less. On his present form, 
Lovedal is a better horse at a mile and a quarter 
than Vinctor. Libertine is fifteen pounds better 
than Lovedal. One can figure Vinctor’s chances 
in a handicap like the suburban from this. 

Bright Phoebus’s future is in doubt, as is the 
stable of Mr. Hobart. The latter, who is to be 
married in May,\s not giving much attention to 
his stable. Nearly everything in the barn is 
turned out and there are rumors of a complete 
change in the stable management. It is safe to 
say that Bright Phoebus will not be seen at the 
post in the early spring handicaps in the East. 

Crescendo is himself again and shows no ill 
effects from his recent accident. He forever dis- 
sipated the idea that he will not go a route by 
giving away weight to everything in the Burns 
handicap at a mile and a quarter last week and 
being beaten two heads on the post in a grand 
race. With a race in him ho could not have lost. 
John Giseos, his trainer, is pointiug the good 
colt toward the National Derby at St. Louis and 
will ship next week. 

Speaking of Crescendo’s race in the Derby at 
St. Louis recalls the fact that the event would 
have been run at Harlem in Chicago had not 
fanaticism run riot last year. The race will 
probably witness the meeting of Ben Brush and 
Crescendo, the crack colts of the East and W’est. 
Chicagoans will still be able to see the race, 
although there is quite a difference between go- 
ing 276 miles, and having the classic event on 
home ground, St. Louis, however, is well able 
to take care of the event, which promises a 
grand contest. 

Caspar has shown himself pounds the best 
two-year-old to start in California this season. 
He beat Coupon off the only time they met. 
Rowena B, a Maxim youngster, is about the best 
of the fillies. Both belong to Burns and Water- 
house. 

By the way, the Maxims have shown up 
grandly so far. Dolce, the full sister to Cre- 
scendo is the image of her illustrious brother, 
but crazy as a flea. I do not look for much from 
her.

New York, April 13.— Colonel R. W. Simmons 
has been appointed a judge by the Jockey Club, 
to fill the vacancy caused by the death of John 
S. Hoey. 

Jockeys Griffin and Hewitt, who will ride for 
the Blemton stable this season, have reported 
to Trainer Hyland at the Beunings track. 

Susan Ann, the two-year-old namesake of 
Thora’s famous dam. that won in England for 
Mr. Croker, is by Merry Hampton, dam Stetho- 
scope, by Speculum, and one of the purchases 
abroad last year. 

A. H. & D, H. Morris have ordered two of the 
Brown starting machines. One is to be sent to 
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the Texas ranch and the other to the Morris 
Farm in Maryland. 

Clay & W’^oodford have filed with the Jockey 
Club a .transfer to J. E. Madden of two entries 
for the Futurity of 1897. The two are a bay or a 
brown colt by Hindoo — Deone and a brown colt 
by Hindoo — Richochet. 

Sam Doggett has signed to ride for the Erie 
Stable and will be on Lazzarone in the Brook- 
lyn and Suburban. There is some hitch over 
Doggett’s license. 

Brighton Beach threatens to spend $65,000 or 
so in a steel grand stand 250 feet long by 64 feet 
wide. It is to be firnished by July 1. 

Ben Brush is credited with sulking in his work 
at Gravesend by a few sensationists. No one of 
good judgement credits the tale.

JOCKEY CLUB GAINS GROUND. 

Washington, D. C.. April 13.— The Bartlett 
bill, a measure built on Jockey Club dictation 
and Percy-Gray law lines will be adopted for the 
regulation of racing in the District of Columbia. 
The bill authorizes the incorporation of racing 
clubs and permits them to hold meetings yearly 
between April 30 and November 1. and between 
sunrise and sunset, and there can not be more 
than forty days of racing on any track in a sea- 
son. A Racing Commission is to be established 
to supervise meetings. xVll races must be held 
under the New York Jockey Club rules, and 
steeplechasing under the National Steeplechase 
Association. Amendments have been added to 
the bill to prevent pool selling and betting. Not 
only are heavy penalties provided, but bets are 
to be recovered by civil action.

Perkins stopped the mare almost to a walk at 
the sixteenth pole, and simply played with Hel- 
en Mar. The track was fetlock deep in sloppy 
mud and it rained hard all during the races. Pat- 
terson’s Great Lily Suisun won her third consecu- 
tive race and did it in true racehorse fashion. An- 
other offer of $4,000 was refused for her. Five 
favorites won, and the ring of eighteen books 
was* hit hard. Tom Ryan had a swell bet on 
Tartarian. Pat Cunne’s Agent outworked Green 
Jacket this morning. 



J. L. Washburn an outlaw boy has been riding 
in Venezuela. He tells an interesting story of 
the country and its racing. He states that the 
meetings are held on Sundays, and the distances 
of the races range from 700 to 2,000 metres ; that 
is, frou three and a half furlongs to two miles. 
The purses hung up average from $1,000 to $1,500. 
The races are run the reverse way of the tracks. 
The attendance runs from five to eight thousand 
people every Sunday. 

The betting is done by the mutual pool system, 
in tho old blackboard and chalk style, indicat- 
ing machines being unknown. There is plenty 
of money in the country, and the betting is 
brisk on the events. The race traek. the jockey 
say», is prettily situated between two hills and 
only a mile and a half from Caracas, the capital 
of the country.

A French Decision on Betting. 

Bookmaking at French races has been declared 
illegal by the Court of Appeal, which declares 
that the only form of betting allowed by the law 
of 1891 in the pari mutual conducted by the rac- 
ing societies themselves. In the test case 
brought before it, a bookmaker had offered odds 
in the paddock, not in the field, and all the bets 
registered were with regular clients known per- 
s nally to him, while the accounts were not set- 
tled on the course. He was condemned to fifteen 
days’ imprisonment and a fine of 3,000 "francs. 
The Chamber of Deputies will be asked to 
change the law. 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

The Californian racing scandal has almost 
been filed away, so “present” — so to speak — is 
the public, as it is known to the turf. Its indi- 
vidual figures were lauded by the proper ofiici- 
als— those of Bay District ; where Little Pete & 
chose to brouse on account of the large and 
miscellaneous fields. Judge Burke and his asso- 
ciates are entitled to much credit for uncover- 
ing the plot. It was as broad in its way, as that 
of the “colored trust” at Washington Park. 
But no less in creditt stand Capt. Rees and Joe 
Murphy of the Ingleside track. Ther side- 
tracked “Dutch” Heinrichs, who was the chief 
plotter on the riding side, long before Pete and 
his operations were exposed. As members of the 
Turf Congress License Committee, Messrs. Rees 
and Murphy refused Heinrichs and thus drove 
him to the cautious angle. Bay District suf- 
fered only because of the miscellaneousness of 
its racing. The action of the officials made aU 
amends.
